GUITEAU’S 
TRIAL 


Greater Crowd Than Ever in the 
Court-room. 


THE LETTERS OP THE PRISONER. 


Life of the Assassin, ss Told t>n the 
Witness Stand. 


[SPECIAL BT TELEGRAPH TO UTS REC0RD-CX10N.1 


W a sh in g to n , November 29th.—The crowd 
in and about the Court this morning is greater 
than ever. 
Immediately upon the opening of Court 
Guiteau was 
CALLED TO THE WITNESS1 STAS D, 
He took his place, closely watched and 
guarded by police and the Court officers. 
He was asked by Scoville to give some in­ 
cidents from his earliest recollection of his 
mother. 
Guiteau replied: “ Am I to be put on as a 
regular witness to-day, or only to identify 
some letters ? I supposed the latter. I am 
not feeling at all well to-day, but shall be 
much better iu a week or so.” 
Scoville—I had arranged to examine you 
to-day, and there are no other witnesses pres­ 
ent.Guiteau—You ehonld have had yeur wit­ 
nesses on hand. I object to going on the 
stand when 1 am not feeling well, to be sub­ 
jected toa cross examination by counsel for 
the prosecution. I have got a good deal to 
say. I want to go over the whole business 
carefully and scientifically, so to speak, and 
I want to be in good talking condition. 
Scoville—I shall only ask you some simple 
questions. 
Guiteau—I am willing to answer, provided 
the prosecution will not take advantage of 
my presence on the stand to force me to stato 
my entire defense. 
Judge Porter, of the prosecution, suggested 
that the papers and letter», which were put 
in evidence and identified yesterday, should 
be read, as they must necessarily be at some 
stage of the trial. 
Scoville explained that he had endeavored 
to arrange for the introduction of his evidence 
according to his idea of propriety and logical 
fitness. He said the prisoner was not feeling 
well to-day, and he had expected that he 
would become tired or exhausted, when he 
had proposed to ask the indulgence of the 
Court aud postpone further examination. He 
did desire, however, to ask the prisoner a few 
questions to-day. 
Guiteau—I am perfectly willing to do that, 
but I do not want the prosecution to take, 
advantage of my presence here to cross-ex­ 
amine me to-day. 
Scoville—The Court will relieve you if you 
feel ill. 
‘ 
Guiteau—With that understanding, I will 
go OD. 
Colonel Ccrkhill—We can’t submit to any 
Buch arrangement as that. 
Scoville—We do not ask your consent. I 
shall appeal to the Court. 
Judge Cox stated that if the witness went 
on the stand to testify, he must submit to 
being cross-examined, and if bis examination 
as a witness was begun, it could not be sus­ 
pended, except by consent of counsel on the 
other side. 
Guiteau (nodding his head approvingly)— 
That’s the rale, Judge. I understand it. 
After seme further discussion Guiteau was 
removed irom the stand, and Scoville pro­ 
ceeded to read the letters. 
They were all written by Guiteau to his 
father and other members of his family, and 
covered a period of fifteen or twenty years. 
THE PRISONER COMMENTS ON HIS ONEIDA 
COMMUNITT LETTERS. 
As the reading of the letters progressed 
Guiteau occasionally commented upon them, 
or suggested the proper word when Scoville 
hesitated. While one from the Oneida Com­ 
munity was being read Guiteau said : “ Well, 
you can see that I was badly * cranked ’ 
about that time.” 
At another time Scoville hesitated and 
said, “ Here is a word I cannot make out.” 
“ ‘Civilization’ is the word,” prompted 
Guiteau, and continued : “ You can see how 
badly mixed I got in that miserable Commu­ 
nity. It makes me mad every time I think 
of it. I wish those letters were out of exist­ 
ence.” 
Scoville lead from one of the letters : “ I 
am in with Jesus Christ & Co., and I am 
working for them.” 
“ That was my rentiment,” said Gtii'eau, 
“ and that has been my poEitiou ever ficce.” 
In another letter addressed to bis father, 
the prisoner had requested two or three hun­ 
dred dollars. Guiteau commented upon this 
letter, saying: ” Father didn’t send the 
money. Ho always thought I was badly 
‘ cranked.’ ” 
Another letter was read in which the writer 
criticised severely the Oneida Community, 
and referred to tho circular inclosed, which 
aleo denounced the*Bociety and its practices. 
Gniteau exclaimed: “ Several of the New 
York dailieB took up my circular and devotod 
editorial comments to it. That wsb a little 
bit of revenge I had for living in that mis­ 
erable Society. I’m glad to know that they 
are broken up now. I was a virtuous man 
all the time I was there though—I want that 
understood.” 
The reading of the letters was finished at 
noon. ON THE WITNESS STAND AT LAST. 
Guiteau resumed the witness-stand. Sco­ 
ville began to question him in regard to his 
early life. Guiteau responded promptly, in­ 
telligently and with perfect coolness for some 
minutes, apparently erjoying the situation 
and his freedom to talk. 
Alluding to his father’s second marriage, he 
said, smilingly : “ He went off one day with­ 
out consulting mo at all and got married. I 
thought that was a funny way of doing busi­ 
ness, and I got very mad over it.” 
Whenever an allusion was made to the 
Oneida Community Guiteau became very 
much excited, and denounced tbe Community 
and his father’s course in persuading him to 
go there. 
“ Why do you blame your father?” asked 
Scoville. 
“ Because, if ho had been out of tho way, 
I never should have gone under the influence 
of that miserable society. There never was 
such a spiritual fanaticism in the world. The 
amount of it all was, to speak plainly, Noyes’ 
sensuality. All the time I was there J was 
practically a Shaker. I am glad the miser­ 
able, stinking Community is broken up, and 
I hope the United States Government will 
break np that miserable Mormon community 
in Utah, too.” 
Guiteau gave his views on his father’s re­ 
ligious belief, and was asked if he (his father) 
had any peculiar views on healing disease. 
He replied, “ Ob, yes! 
Father was awful 
’crank’ on that suhject.” 
Scoville—What do you mean by “ crank ?’’ 
_ Guiteau—Well, that’s a short way cf put­ 
ting it when you want to say a man Is pretty 
badly “ crauked.” 
' 
Guiteau, in reply to the question, said he 
did not believe in any religion until his “ con­ 
version.” “ That’s the word they use, yon 
know,” he said. His conversion occurred in 
1859, when he came under the influence of 
Beecher, who np to that time was supposed 
to be a virtuous man. 
' 
Guiteau told tbe story of his connection 
with the Oneida Community, his newspaper 
experience and his Chicago legal adventures. 
He was thirty days in the Tombs, in jail 
several times, but never was iadicted before. 
In order to Becure the Chicago Inter Ocean, he 
offered to make one wealthy man Governor 
of Illinois if he would advance him money. 
He made no direct promise to anybody else. 
He consulted Charley Used. Reed put in 
$25, and I'm sorry to say he has not got it 
yet.THE TESTIMONY OF GCITEAU’s BROTHER. 
W a sh in g to n , November 29th.—The testi­ 
mony of Guiteau’s brother made a marked 
impression, and will have no small effect. It 
was the main subject of talk daring the re­ 
cea», and is regarded by all as of great im­ 
portance. No doubt the prosecution will use 
it with telling effect in their closing argu­ 
ments, and wili urge the jury to accept his 
life-long opinion as to his brother’s mental 
and moral responsibility against any theory 
which he may have formed when his brother 
was arraigned on a -criminal charge, and 
when nature asserted itself, and he was bend­ 
ing every energy to save hie brother’s life and 
the family fame. 
CÜITEAU AS A WITNI3S. 
The appearance of Goitean as a witness in 
his own defense of course made a great stir. 
He had a scared look, and seemed quite mild, 
if not to 8ay cringing. He cast timid glances 
around the room, as if conscious that he sat 
in a conspicuous place, where he could be 
available as a target for an avenger.

TBE TRANSFERRED^ STEAMSHIP UNE, 
(S. F. Bulletin, November 29th.] 
_ It being still rumored that a controlling 
interest in the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
S 
any had been sold by Goodall, Perkins & 
o., agents of the company, to Henry Villard, 
W. F. Babcock, one of the Directors, inter­ 
viewed on the subject, etated in reply to the 
following questions: 
“ Have Goodall. Perkins & Co. been agents 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
since its organization?” 
’ 
“ They have.” 
_ “ Is it true that they have sold a controlling 
interest in the stcckof thatcompany to Henry 
Villard?” 
“ It is. The Board of Directors were in 
total ignorance of the fact until last Wednes­ 
day morning, when they were told that a 
controlling iuterest in the stock of the com­ 
pany had been sold to the Villard Company. 
The Board were also informed that the stock 
held by each cf the Directors weuld be taken 
at $87 50 per share, less a commission paid to 
Goodall, Perkins & Co.” 
“ Do yon think it was right to take such 
action without consulting the Directors ?” 
“ I do not.” 
“ Who are the Directors?” 
“ Charles Goodall, Governor Perkins, Ed­ 
win Goodall, F. S. Wensinger, John Rosen- 
feld, Peter Donahue and myself.” 
“ Are the Directors satisfied with the ac­ 
tion of Goodall, Perkins & Co.?” 
“ I am not.” 
“ Have you disposed of your stock iu the 
company ?” 
*' I have.” 
“What were the total number of shares 
represented in the capital stock ?” 
"Twenty thousand, of which Goodall, Per­ 
kins & Co. held between them 9,200.” 
Peter Donahue, another Disector called 
npon, replied: “ I confirm everything Mr. 
Babcock has said. It is precisely correct in 
all particulars. Neither he, Roeenfeld nor 
myself had any knowledge of the sale until 
on the morning indicated—last Wednesday.” 
“ Can yon assign any reason why they 
Bhould have considered it necessary to adopt 
such a course ?” 
“ I cannot; we were all friends. They 
say they have a right to dispose of their own 
stock as they think proper. They held 9,200 
and bought, I suppose, 1,300 more, to make 
no 10,500, which they sold to Villard, and 
which gives him the control. The sale in­ 
cludes everything belonging to the company, 
not excepting the San Luis Obispo aud Santa 
Monica Railroad, and including even the new 
steamship now being hoilt for the company 
in the East, and on which the sum of $250,­ 
000 has beer paid. Tbe capita! stock of the 
company is $2,000,000.” 
“ Do you know what Goodall, Perkins & 
Co. got for their stock ?” 
“ I dn not. It has been a private deal with 
Villard.” 
’ 
“ Do you propose to sell your etock also ?’ 
“ What else can I do? We have got to 
take what we can get. They state just how 
much we are to have, and we have either got 
to take that or go into the great Northern 
pool.” 
“ You say the members of the Board have 
always been on the most friendly teTms with 
each other ?” 
“Always. It was more like a private com­ 
pany. We never had any trouble or squab­ 
bling, and why they should have acted in the 
way they have is mors than I can under­ 
stand.” __________ ____________ 
WHAT THE COUNTRY PAPERS SAY. 
Santa Rosa Republican: Next New 
Year's Day, according to that extraordinary 
instrument, the new Constitution of Cali­ 
fornia, the system of contracting convict 
labor comes to an end, and thenceforth 
people mast support about 1,500 law 
breakers in idleness, unless the State can 
work them. This provision is one of the 
stakes driven by the Workingmen’s party 
to mark the lines and prevent encroach­ 
ments on their rights. As an economical 
principle we fail to pereeive why their mak­ 
ing of shoes or saddle-trees should do our 
artisans more harm than to import them. 
They are wards of the State, which surely 
has the right, for the welfare of its peace­ 
able citizens, to make its penal institutions 
self-supporting. 
Santa Ana Herald: We have often ad­ 
verted to the need of manufacturing en­ 
terprises in this section to still further help 
it forward in a career of prosperity. It is 
true that we are prospering now ; that large 
numbers of new comers arc locating in our 
midst, atd will aid in developing cue ma­ 
terial resources ; that our merchants have 
had good trade during the present year, 
and that nearly everything the farmer had 
to sell brought remunerative prices. All 
this cannot be gainsaid. If, to supplement 
this pleasant state of atldrs, we could add 
that one or two factories were in success­ 
ful operation, the measure of our satisfac­ 
tion would be attained. 
Santa Ana Herald : There seems to be 
a great diversity of opinion in regard to 
the raisin crop of this valley the present 
year. McPherson Bros., of Orange, it is 
stated, will themselves put up 10,000 boxes 
of raisins for one firm of San Francisco. 
Other persons in Orange have put up 
raisins, probably a thousand boxes, and in 
Santa Ana and Tustin, undoubtedly, at 
least 2,500 boxes have been put up for mar­ 
ket. This would make tho aggregate at 
least 13,500 boxes of raisins put up in this 
valley. It is a good showing, certainly, 
for this promising industry, which is as 
yet in its infancy. 
Santa Rosa Republican : The tendency 
to use slang words and phrases is growing 
on us. They are creeping into the writings 
of journalists, as well as elbowing good old 
Saxon words in conversation. The reason 
seems to be, as words are but the vehicles 
for thought, that new and sententious 
methods of communication are commended 
to general use. All periphrastic sentences 
are ignored as a wa3te of breath. The de­ 
mands of the honr are for clean-cut, short 
methods of expression. 
San Jose Times: Although it is a com­ 
mon custom for unreflecting people to 
sueer at the uniformed militia which com­ 
prise the National Guard of California, 
there are those, and we are among them, 
who think it would be better for the 
United States if less money was squan­ 
dered in creating a West Point aristocracy 
and more attention and encouragement 
were bestowed upon the volunteer soldiers 
of the various States.

N ew Y ork, November 29ih.—Wall street 
expected Folger to make much heavier pur­ 
chases of bonds. They say, however, that 
this is merely closing up Secretary Windom’e 
work.

Disaster on the Lake. 
C hicago, November 29;h.—The latest in­ 
formation confirms the loss of two propellers, 
the Lake Erie and Northern Queen, which 
collided near Green Bay and went down. 
The crews, numbering thirty men, were all 
saved. The Northern Queen, owned in Col- 
lingwood, was worth $15,000, and had a cargo 
worth $15.000.

A t'onrt-bonse Destroyed by Fire. 
C hicago, November 29th.—A special from 
Decatur, Texas, says: The County Court­ 
house was burned to the ground yesterday. 
The loss is not accurately known, but is be­ 
lieved to be not less than $155,000. The 
criminal and civil docket, papers, indict­ 
ments, etc., were entirely destroyed ; also 
many other papers. The safe in the County 
Clerk’s office, with its records and $3,000 in 
cash, is believed to be destroyed. The fire 
was of incendiary origin, and there was no in­ 
surance whatever.

FOREIGN. 
The Gale on tbe Atlantic. 
LONDON, November 29th.—The steamer 
Hermann, from Baltimore for Bremen,which 
pnt into Southampton, loet one of her life­ 
boats and had the others started. Two hun­ 
dred bales of cotton were jettisoned, and 
twenty tons of tobacco was burned as fuel, 
the coal being short. The vessel became un­ 
manageable, and was in terrible danger. She 
was hove to four days. 
Captain Polle, of the steamer Rory, from 
Montreal for London,was injured in the gale. 
The steamship City of Berlin, from New 
York, and the Lord Gougb, from Philadel­ 
phia, lost boats and sustained other damages. 
The steam yacht Lucerne came in collision 
with the Australian clipper Dundee, near 
Graveeend, and the former was sunk. Seven 
persons were drowned. 
The Railway Murderer Executed. 
London, November 29’h. — Lefroy, the 
murderer of Gold, was hanged shortly after 
9 o’clock this morning. Lefroy slept well 
last night. He was silent on his way from 
his cell to the scaffold, but his expression was 
ghastly. The drop fell nine feet, and death 
was instantaneous. 
The scaffold was concealed from the spec­ 
tators outside by a tarpaulin bung so ss to 
intercept the view overlooking the walls of 
the jail. Marwood wss the executioner, and 
had a scaffold of a new pattern constructed. 
It is designed for the use of a long drop. One 
of the principal features was that the criminal 
was not obliged to ascend any step*, but 
walked directly on to the platform, where he 
was on a level with the spectators. Here he 
stood upon a hinged trap, falling downwards 


from the center, and opened by a lever con­ 
trolling a belt in front. Under this was n 
cavity measuring twelve by eight feet, and 
nearly titteen feet deep, thus giving a clear 
tali of over twelve feet, obviating the danger 
of the criminara feet touching the ground. 
Atter the executi n the pit will be utilized 
for an ash bin. There was a small crowd on 
the outside of the jail. They were apprised 
of the execution by the hoisting of a black 
flag. 
St. Petersburg Items. 
S t. P e te rsb u rg , November 29th.—Sev­ 
enty-two soldiers of a regiment of the Czar’s 
Guard are to be tried by court-martial to­ 
day, for strangling one of their officers. To­ 
morrow a Cancaeian, Prince Chervachidse, a 
Lieutenant of the same regiment, will be 
tried for sabering last July a shopkeeper, who 
had accidentally entered a room he had re­ 
served at a restaurant. Another Prince, also 
in a Czar’s Guard, who in a drunken fit last 
week playfully put a bullet into hie servant 
and nearly killed him, will probably be 
brought before the Courts before long. 
An inquiry was begun half an hour after 
the acconchment of Hessy Helfmanns. 
Another of the three women Nihilists im­ 
prisoned in the fortrees has been delivered of 
a child. 
Thanks to a woman Nihilist, who has been 
allowed to escape from Siberia purposely, one 
of the most influential Nihilist leaders has 
just been arrested. Knowing from revelations 
made by some of the St. Petersburg prisoners 
that the woman was in intimate relations 
with the Nihilist in qnestion, the police let 
her go as far as Moscow, where Bhe was found 
in company with her accomplice. 
It is now decided that the approaching 
great trial of sixty-two or more wili be con­ 
ducted by the Senate, and not by a Court- 
martial. 
A King's Birthday. 
London, November 29th. — Yesterday 
King Alfonso’s birthday was observed as a 
general holiday in Spain. The Chambers 
and Bourse were closed aud there was a 
grand reception in the palace.

Items of Interest from San 
Francisco. 


San F rancisco, November 29th.—It is 
learned on authority very near to General 
Stoneman that he will not be a candidate for 
Governor, but wili seek re-election as Rail­ 
road Commissioner. 
THE DANGERS oe THE DEEP—SHIPWRECKED 
MARINERS PICKED CP. 
The Pacific Mail steamship South Carolina 
arrived in port to-day from Panama. Her 
passage up the coast is noteworthy, owing to 
the large number of shipwrecked mariners 
which she picked up at the various Mexican 
ports at which she touched. At Acapulco 
the South Carolina picked up Captain Neil 
Currie, wife and two children and four 
seamen, from the British hark Lars, of Hali­ 
fax, which was burned in mid-ocean. These 
shipwrecked people were twenty-three days 
in an $pen boat before they reached Acapulco. 
Whén^he South Carolina left Acapulco the 
Mexican gunboat J uartz (which vessel will 
be remembered as the old steam yacht Sofis, 
familiar to this port by reason of having 
been moored for several years in Richardson’s 
Bay, opposite Saucelito, and sold daring tbe 
last Bnmmer to the Mexican Government, to 
be converted into her present form and 
service) was preparing to go ont on a cruise 
iu search of the other boats of the Lara, 
At Manzanillo the Sonth Carolina found 
seventeen destitute seamen belonging to the 
British ship Ainwick Castle, and fifteen sea­ 
men belonging to tbe American bark J. B. 
Bell, both of which vessels were lost in a 
cyclone at Manzanillo. All of thece ship­ 
wrecked mariners were taken on board. 
At San Bias four destitute mariners, be­ 
longing to the wrecked schooner Good Tem­ 
plar, were picked up, and at Hazatlan nine 
destitute seamen belonging to the wrecked 
American bark Antioch were taken on board. 
These vessels were also lost in the recent 
Btorms which visited the Mexican coast. 
A TERRIFIC HURRICANE. 
Captain Weeks, of the hark Antioch, who 
arrived to-day on the steamer South Caro­ 
lina, reports that after riding out the hurri- 
c lue of October 26th at Manzanillo, he put 
to sea. The ship had been seme what strained 
at Manzanillo, and on a gsle arising soon be­ 
gan to leak, shifted ballast and lay on her 
beam-end8 six days, and finally went ashore 
November 10th at Cbalama Bay, about 
eighty miles north cf Manzanillo. All hands 
were saved. Captain Weeks describes the 
hurricane at Manzanillo as terrific. Every 
house of more than two stories was razed, 
and many lower ones blown down. Frag­ 
ments of buildings went flying through the 
air like feathers. In the surrounding country 
every tree was torn away and the land swept 
bare. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Subscriptions for the Veteran’s Home con­ 
tinue to pour in. 
Judge Sullivan will resume his seat on the 
Bench next Monday morning. His health ia 
mending very rapidly. 
James Welsh cut his throat in Lyon’s 
brewery Monday morning, while laboring 
under a mild attack of mania brought ou by 
intemperance. He imagined that his life 
was being sought by hidden enemies, and 
sooner than be murdered he resolved to kill 
himself. He will probably recover. 
A. H. Lighthall, a manufacturer of agri­ 
cultural implements, has filed fcis petition, 
assigning the attachment of his stock as the 
cause; liabilities, $5,310; assets, certain 
mortgaged real estate and shares of stock ia 
the Lighthall Harvester Company, valued at 
S24.000, and pledged as eecuiity for loans of 
$2,500. 
N. H. Strum, a commission merchant, has 
filed bis petition in insolvency, giviDg as his 
reasons for failure dishonesty of employes, 
sickness and injudicious investments ia min­ 
ing property; liabilities, $1.451 83. Peti­ 
tioner’s assets consist of interest, whole aud 
divided, in certain mining property ia 
Arizona. 
George Keyser, a thirteen-year-old boy, 
who lives on First avenue, between Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth streets, was waylaid Monday 
evening on Howard street, near the Hibernia 
Brewery, by three young garrotera. One held 
his hand over Keyset's mcutb. while the other 
two relieved his pockets of $8 50. They re­ 
turned $3 50 to him, after which they allowed 
their victim to depart. As Keyser can give 
no description of the boys, no arrests have 
yet been made. 
Harris Law is was taken into custody Mon­ 
day by the United States Marshal, by virtue 
of a writ of nt exeat issued by Judge Hcff- 
man against Harris as defendant iu the case 
of Herman Schainwald vs. Lewis, a cause 
which ia viewed by the officials of the Court 
in the light of a second “ Jarndyce vs. Jnrn- 
dyce.” Lewis has been placed under bonds 
of $130,000 as a judgment debtor for $100.000, 
the bond nominating that he is not to go be­ 
yond the jurisdiction of the Court. The de­ 
fendant has not yet given the bonds. 
The horse disease popularly called pinkeye, 
which has made its appearance in this city, is 
so termed from a peculiar reddish or pink 
appearance of the eyes, caused by ufLmma- 
ticn. The throat is much swollen, and in the 
latter stages lung fever seta in. The animal 
becomes greatly emaciated, weak and utterly 
helpless. The disorder appears to be epi­ 
demic, like the opizooty, and to a certain 
extent contagious, although just in what 
manner contagion is conveyed veterinary sur­ 
geons are not agreed. Since the last wet spell 
quite a Dumber of cases of pinkeye have de­ 
veloped in this city, several proving fatal, one 
stable near the corner of Natoma and Fifth 
having ten sick horses, one stable at North 
Beach six, and a stable on Folsom, between 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth, four. Many 
more are scattered abcut the city, it being 
estimated that 200 horses are affected by the 
disease.

C-UITEA U'B SUCCESS. 
I t may seem a strange thing to say, but 
I t is capable of demonstration, that Guitean 
has, from his own peculiar standpoint, been 
blessed with a rare degree of success in 
life. That this is so, is largely due to the 
mistaken policy of the Government in re­ 
gard to his treatment. It has allowed him 
to reap the full fruition of his detestable 
crime. He killed Presideut Garfield be­ 
cause be hungered for notoriety, and he has 
obtained his end. Ho one can read the 
accounts of his present demeanor in Court 
without being convinced that he is enjoying 
himself most thoroughly. He looks upon 
himself as the person of most consequence 
in the United States to-day. He revels in 
the contemplation of his importance. He 
luxuriates in the reflection that five thou­ 
sand newspapers are occupying their col- 
am ns with his personality. He delights in 
the amazing license accorded him by tbe 
dummy Judge that sits on the bench. . He 
protrudes his egotism in the face of the 
country with the raciest pleasure. Nothing 
in all his life has given him a tithe of the 
gratification he is deriving from bi3 own 
trial for murder. So conspicuous and 
unmistakable is this feeling in all he Bays 
and does that we hszard nothing in ex­ 
pressing the belief that if he was banged 
to-morrow he would still have extracted 
from bis hideous crime as much real satis­ 
faction as most good men enjoy as the 
reward of blameless aud beneficent lives. 
And this is what the Government has man­ 
aged to do in trying to secure the punish­ 
ment of Guitqau. It has given him all 
and more than all he could have antici­ 
pated. It has lifted him to the highest 
pinnacle cf self-conceit and self-absorption. 
I t has enabled him to beslaver everything 
and everybody with his loathsome insolence 
and his smug impertinence. It has made 
bis trial one of the most disgraceful traves­ 
ties the world has ever seen. The nation’s 
honored statesman-President lies in hÍ3 
grave, already almost forgotten; and this 
murderous mountebank capers and chatters 
before the country from day to day, ex 
hibiting in every tone and gesture his 
complete self-approval of what he has done, 
and his contempt for all who do not occupy 
his own level. After this experience nothing 
can take from Guitcan the triumphant sense 
of success which he shows coutinually. Such 
a man would commit a murder every day for 
such a continued ovation. This is, without 
hyperbole, the proudest moment of his 
life, and no matter how the trial ends, he 
-will have had oat of it all that he could 
have expected to enjoy of flattering cele­ 
brity. To have treated him intelligently, 
he should have been cut off from all com­ 
munication with the world from tbe begin­ 
ning. He should have been allowed to ad- 
Iress the Court only through his counsel, 
md should have been instantly gagged or 
«moved if he undertook to break this rule. 
.Every care should have been taken to keep 
from him any knowledge which could min­ 
ister to hi3 vanity. And when he had 
been convicted, his execution should have 
been not only prompt but private. As it 
is, he will go to the scaffold hugging h:m- 
self upon the success that has crowned his 
efforts, and rejoicing over the immortality 
be thinks he has earned. 


THE OWNERSHIP OF LAND. 
Nothing can he inore absurd and imprac­ 
ticable than an attempt to make it appear 
that the Irish “ No-Rent” programme is 
in accord with any rational modern the­ 
ory regarding the ownership of land. 
That programme contemplates neither more 
nor less than the forcible seizure of the 
land by those who happen to be in ten­ 
ancy. Tho proposition to pay no rent is a 
proposition to violate the obligations of a 
contract, and to perpetrate wholesale dis­ 
honesty. It has nothing in common with 
that doctrine which has been acquiring 
force of late years, and which follows the 
most advanced political economists in 
holding that [property in land is not like 
other properly, and that it may become or 
be expedient for the State to assume the 
ownership of it, and control it in the in­ 
terest of the entire community. This 
doctrine has been laid down by the 
late 
John 
Stuart 
Mill with 
his 
accustomed clearness, and it may be 
said to rest upon arguments which are, 
so far as theory goes, unanswerable. But 
it is to be observed that the “ No-Rent” 
policy is quite as much in conflict with 
Mill’s theory as it is with the existing land 
system all over the world. The idea, for 
example, put forward by our contemporary 
in defense of the “ No-Rent” theory, that 
“ those who till the soil must own it,” has 
no justification whatever from the modern 
economic standpoint. That idea, indeed, 
is but a reproduction of the old doctrine of 
the ownership of land. If private owner­ 
ship, in any form, is admitted to be right, 
no ground can be found for a logical at­ 
tack upon the present state of land tenure. 
Thus if all the laud of Ireland should pass 
to-day into the hands of its present culti­ 
vators, all that would have happened 
would be a change of landlords, and no 
security would have been obtained against 
the reproduction of the very conditions 
which are being exclaimed against now. 
If radical land reform is sought it must 
not be sought in that way. The abolition 
of private ownership in land is indispens­ 
able to the carrying out of the new land 
theory, and this measure was long ago 
defended by Mill. Thus he says : “ If 
“ the State is at liberty to treat the pos- 
“ sessors of land as public functionaries, it 
“ ¡3 only going one step further to say, 
“ that it is at liberty to discard them. 
“ The claim of the landowners to the land 
“ is altogether subordinate to the general 
“ pflicy of the State. The principle of 
“ property gives them no right to the land, 
“ but only a right to compensation for 
“ whatever part of their interest in the 
“ land it may be the policy of the State to 
“ deprive them of. To that, their claim is 
“ indefeasible.” Here we see a funda­ 
mental distinction between the No-Rent 
programme and the rational and moral 
programme. The No-Renters, while argu­ 
ing that the landlords have no right to the 
land, go on to argue that they themselves 
have such a right; which of course is pre­ 
posterous, for if the landlords have no 
right, no right can inhere in any indi­ 
vidual, and the tenants are excluded by the 
same principle which ousts the landlords. 
But before proceeding further we must 
emphasize the fact that in all rational land 
theories the principle of compensation plays 
a leading part. Thus Mr. Mill says : “ It 
“ is due to landowners, and to owners of 
“ any property whatever, recognized as 
“ such by the State, that they should not 
“ be dispossessed of it withont receiving 
“ its pecuniary value, or an annual income 
“ equal to what they derived from it. This 
“ is due on the general principles on which 
“ property rests. If the land was bought 
“ with the produce of the labor and ab- 
“ stinence of themselves or their ancestors, 
“ compensation is due to them on that 
“ ground ; even if otherwise, it is still due 
“ on the ground of prescription. Nor can 
“ it ever be necessary for accomplishingan 
“ object by which the community al- 
“ together will gain, that a particular por- 
“ tion of the community should be im- 
“ molated.” 
• 
This is the reasonable and just view, and 
we may he certain that if this doctrine of 
land tenure is ever applied practically, the 
deprivation of private ownership in land 
will be duly compensated. Of course the 
difficulty of making a change of this kind 
is very greatly increased by the necessity 
of compensating the landowners, and 
therefore some very lame attempts have 
been made to dispense with this necessity. 
Mr. George has made one such attempt, 
and it is the most serious blemish in his 
very able book. But it is impossible to 
make it appear that the dispossession of the 
present landowners without compensation 
would be anything else than wholesale rob­ 
bery, and it is perfectly clear that any 
government that would attempt such an 
outrage would throw society into hopeless 
anarchy by so doing. Indeed it is evident 
that those who advocate such immoral 
measures are themselves the worst enemies 
of land reform, for their propositions inev­ 
itably tend to incense all right-thinking 
people, and prejudice them against what­ 
ever theories are supposed to lead is the 
direction of snch a doctrine. The defend­ 
ers of “ No Rent ” and the supporters of 
wholesale confiscation of private property 
in land may be said to occupy a common 
ground, and their wild propositions are 
calculated to produce the moBt mischiev­ 
ous effect upon public opinion. 
There is but one defensible theory of land 
reform, aud that is for the Stats to re­ 
sume possession of the land, and rent it to 
the people. This plan presupposes the 
making of proper compensation to the 
present landowners, and while no doubt 
the practical application of such a measure 
would necessitate a considerable barden 
npon the State for a time, there is good 
ground for believing that this burden 
would be removed in a few yearB, aud that 
the general result would be such as to 
warrant all the immediate inconvenience. 
Such a Echeme has already been proposed 
as a solution to the Irish land difficulty in 
3n English review, and therefore it may be 
said that it is is launched fairly among the 
many suggestions now before the British 
people. 
That it'w ould be extended to 
England if ever it were applied to Ireland 
must be regarded a3 a foregone conclusion, 
hut though this consideration will certainly 
intensify the opposition to it, events move 
with such rapidity in these times that it is 
by no means impossible some of us may 
live to witness this very change, radical 
and far away as it seems at present. IVhat 
no man will live ta see, however, is the 
general approval and application of either 
the “ no rent” or the “ no compensation” 
doctrines, both of which arc hopelessly 
immoral and irrational.

knowledge of the doings of his former 
associates since his arrest. It is, however, 
highly probable that the Nihilists have 
traitors among them. That is always what 
happens in secret societies of that charac­ 
ter, nor can it be prevented, since tho peo­ 
ple who conspire are obliged to trust one 
another very fully in many instances. 
Such treachery is very alarming and paralyz­ 
ing, so long as the traitor is unknown, 
but when he is discovered it becomes 
possible to take precautions against his 
treason, and this appears to have been 
done in the present case. If the Nihilists 
really know who has been betraying them, 
the presumption is that the police have 
almost reached the end of their informa­ 
tion. This seasonable help will enable the 
Govesmnent to breathe more freely for 
awhile, but it is not to he supposed that 
any traitor knows enough to make the ex­ 
tirpation of Nihilism practicable. 


THE LAST BANK FAILURE. 
Bank failures are occurring so thickly 
and frequently in theBe days that the 
smash of the Prince Edward’s Island 
Bank, though it is for some ?S00,000, 
cannot create more than a passing wonder. 
The peculiarity of the epidemic is that the 
dishonesty of cashier* is at the bottom of 
nearly every case. It would seem that a 
new system of bank direction was called 
fcr, in fact, for of course when a Cashier is 
able to carry on frauds extending over 
many years it follows that the Directors 
must have neglected their duty. If this 
sort of thing is to go on much longer the 
practice of making deposits in hanks will be 
discredited, and then the bnrglars will have 
an access of fortune. It is very difficult 
for the public to keep on the safe side. If 
they put their money in hanks they are 
liable to lose it, and if they keep it them­ 
selves they are liable to lose it. The reck­ 
less, may perhaps come to the conclusion 
that the only safe method is to spend all 
they make at once, and thus deliver them­ 
selves from the embarrassment of guarding 
it in any way.

An Engineering Opinion of the Fivers 
Condition—Further Testimony as to 
Slickens in the Waters. 


NIHILISTS AND TRAITORS. 
That was a highly sensational story 
about the Russian Nihilist who turned 
traitor, and from the safe shelter of New 
York is believed to have been exposing all 
the secrets of his fellow-conspiratoH. Per­ 
haps it would be as well to take it with 
seme allowances. Thus it may be sup­ 
posed that a Nihilist who wa3 arrested a 
year ago, and who was believed to have 
died, could not possess a very useful 


The slickens case—The People vs. Gold 
Rua Ditch and Mining Company—was re­ 
sumed ye6terc’ay in the Supeiior Court, at 
9:30 A. sr., Jndgo Jackson Temple presiding. 
Joseph R. Wilkinson sworn—(to Mr. 
Hart)—I have lived in Sacramento since 
August, 1863. I am acting as Civil Engineer 
for the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
Every winter since I have been in Sacra­ 
mento have taken observations of both 
Sacramento and American rivers. I have 
charge of the roadbeds of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company. Both of these rivers 
are crossed by the roads of that company. In 
1865 the American had well defined banks. 
The banks on the north side where the bridge 
crosses were well defined, and eight or ten feet 
high. The banks on the south side were also 
well defined and nearly as high. We bought a 
piece of land on the bank of the American 
1,090 feet in length, west of the American 
river bridge, about opposite the Tivoli Hou3e, 
for a sand-pit. We found that the eutire 
surface was covered with fine sand and slick­ 
ens from two to bíx feet in depth. These de­ 
posits were all along the river in about the 
same quantities. [Witness was shown sam­ 
ples of sand and slickens, and he selected 
Hodgdon No. 5, and said that was the char­ 
acter of the deposit he bad described. He 
also said a portion of it was similar to sample 
No. 9 ] The bars in 1865 were several feet 
below the banks. At present the 
TOPS OF THE BARS 
Are almost equal in bight to the banks. 
The American, where the railroad bridge 
crosses, is. about 600 feet wide between the 
banks as they now exist. The distance be­ 
tween the banks is much greater now than it 
was in 1865. The old river channel opposite 
Rabel’8 tannery is entirely filled up. It is 
filled with sand and sediment. The first rise 
in the water has a scouring effect on the chan­ 
nel. I noticed this particularly last winter. 
It was scoured out in some places last winter 
to the depth of twenty-two feet. I took 
soundings in froDt of the city during Febru­ 
ary and March of this year. This scouring 
was done to. this depth from the foot of K 
street to the Pioneer Mills. I presume this 
same scouring continued further up, 
but did not take soundings beyond that point. 
The truss-bridges are built on pile founda­ 
tions. The deposits that 1 have described 
wash rapidly during a strong current. Have 
tried to take soundings during very high 
stages of water, but the current wa3 so strong 
that we could not do so. It is about half a 
mile from the railroad bridge on the Ameri­ 
can to its mouth. The sand-bar in the Sac­ 
ramento below the mouth of the American 
CHANGES EVERT TEAR. 
Some years it extends 500 feet farther down 
than others. Boats could have gone np the 
American immediately after the high waters 
of February, 1881. The bottom of the river 
at the bridge is composed of sediment and 
Band, similar to No. 8. During six weeks in 
February and March of this year we took 
soundings very frequently. We use lead, in 
the bottom of which was a cavity, which 
would bring up at each sounding a sample of 
the river bed. As soon as the water began to 
subside, the river bottom began to fill up and 
bars form. When the water became slug­ 
gish and slackened in speed, the large amount 
of debris carried iu the water wa3 deposited 
in the bottom and along the river banks. I 
visited Courtland last summer with the Board 
of Supervisor?, in a small steam launch, on a 
tour of inspection. The current from the 
American strikes across the Sacramento 
and makes the channel of that river along 
its west bank just above the bridge. 
By coming in contact with the Yolo bank 
the current is repulsed and thrown back to 
the east bank, and makes the channel of the 
Sacramento below the bridge on the east side 
or along the city front. These same causes 
have produced the two immense bars on op­ 
posite sides of the river, just above and 
below the bridge. When we visited Court­ 
land. as I stated, we found the same charac­ 
ter of filling up and the Bams quality of de­ 
posits. The water, in my opinion, is a little 
thicker now than it was in 1865. The water 
in the Americau is much thicker—more 
heavily laden with detritus—than the water 
in the Sacramento. The water in the Sacra­ 
mento has been somewhat clearer this year 
than usual. The river, in the present condi­ 
tion of the channel, cannot carry near as 
much as it did in 1865. It requires not near 
»3 much water to get the river out of its 
banks now than then. When the railroad 
bridge was carried away on the American 
the amount of water in the river was quite 
large. 
,. 
Cross-examination (to Mr. Catiin)—I tor-k 
soundings above the bridge as far as the old 
gas works, a distance, I should judge, of 800 
or 1,000 feet. I do not know the exact dis­ 
tance from this bridge to the present mouth 
of the American. I scuDded below the bridge 
to a noint opposite tho south line of .T street. 
We found a depth at the bridge one day of 52 
feet. That day tbe water stood 26 feet at the 
K-3!reet targe. The piers caused some of the 
wash at that particular noint. Duriog that 
high stage of water the old bed of tbe Amer­ 
ican carried considerable water. I think that 
the bar above Pioneer Mills was 
ALL WASHED OUT 
Last winter during the first high water. The 
current of the American is so slight at the 
present time that I don’t think it reaches the 
Yolo shore, but mingles with and takes the 
course cf the Sacramento as soon as it enters 
that stream. The Sacramento floods for dayB 
and weeks after all the flood waters cl the 
American have passed down, My sound­ 
ings were very complete. Took them 
often and in many places. Tne first 
high waters 
of 
last 
winter 
cer­ 
tainly scoured out the bottom of the chan­ 
nel to the depth ot twenty feet or more and 
carried away the bar above the bridge. My 
soundings indicated that if the channel could 
remain as it was the latter part of February 
we would have a depth of fourteen feet at 
low water. I don’c think that the high water 
scoured tbe channel to its original bottom. I 
don’t think the carrying capacity of the chan­ 
nel was near as much at that time as it wtl 
in 1865. The railroad wbaif is built on piles 
some ten or twelve feet apart and extends 


fifty or sixty feet into the river. They to a 
certain extent obstruct the current of 
the stream. When the railroad bridge 
across the American river was first 
built they had a long embankment on the 
north end. In the flood of 1867-68, 2,600 feet 
cf this bank was carried away. The embank­ 
ment has all been r-tplaced with trestlework. 
If all the water in Sacramento river was con­ 
fined between its levees it would have a much 
greater scouring effect and would move the 
bars. The width of water between Davisville 
and Sacramento, last winter, was about nine 
miles. In the openings through the rail­ 
road track through the tules there wa3 a 
considerable current. There has been put iu 
thi3 year, on the California Pacific road, 
1,000 feet of trestle near Washington and 
2 000 feet near Swingles. The bottom of the 
tales is 
COMPARAT1VELT LEVEL. 
The 3and pit that I spoke of lay between the 
river and the north levee and about 100 feet 
from the track. There was considerable of 
this material in the pit [sample No. 10]. 
Redirect examination (to Mr. Hart)—I 
have been acquainted with the tule country 
between Sacramento and Davisviile since 
1872. About two miles from Washington 
there is a large deposit of sand and sediment. 
Don’t think that the deposits in the tules ob­ 
struct the flow of water. This water comes 
out of the Sacramento liver through what is 
know'c as the English break. There is do 
deposit immediately along the railroad track 
west of Davisville. The American river rail­ 
road bridge id east of the limits of the city of 
Sacramento. Iu order to restore the original 
carrying capacity of the river it would be 
necessary to carry all this eand and sediment 
now deposited in its channel so far down that 
it would c ffer no obstructions. Cache creek 
abo flows into the tule, and during high wa­ 
ter is a large stream. It is about 100 feet 
wide, and has at high stages a very swift 
current. The flood waters of Cache creek 
last but a ftw hours. The flood water of 
Cache creek is quite muddy during flood 
stages and at other times comparatively clear. 
I was at Cache creek and Futah creek daring 
the high waters of 1877 and 1878. 
W. W. SHELDON 
Sworn (to Mr. Cadwalader)—I have resided 
in the town of Fobom for the last year. I 
came to California in January, 1850. Have 
lived at Mormon Island and Beab’ Bar. Mor­ 
mon Island is about a mile above the junc­ 
tion of the North and South Forks of the 
American. Beab’ Bar is on the North Fork. 
The North Fork is larger than the South 
Fork. I was water agent for the North Fork 
Ditch Company. I worked In the river at 
that point in 1856. In 1857 I worked in the 
Alabama claim, about half a mile below 
Beab’ Bar. Up to 1857 they worked the 
river moBt by fluming. The dirt was thrown 
by shoveb into sluice boxes. The first mining 
was done with rockers and long tomB. I 
never hydraulicked but about two months. 
That was about a mile and a half above Rat­ 
tlesnake Bar. Had an ll-ioch iron pipe, 
about 80-foot pressure, and used about 200 
inches of water. I could move as much 
ground with that apparatus in one day as I 
could in tho shoveling-into-sluice box mode 
in three weeks. 
After the flood of 1862 I 
noticed that the river was fapidly tilling up. 
Since then I noticed the same thing every 
year. I am well acquainted with the North 
Fork for a distance of about twenty-two 
miles above the town cf Fobom. I have no­ 
ticed floating iu the water a sand called mica. 
All of the roily water contains a great 
deal of sand, During the high water of 1862 
the water raised more than 60 feet and wa3 
100 feet wide. Beals’ bar is sixteen miles 
from Auburn. As you go up the stream the 
hilb get higher and higher. Near Auburn 
these hilb are about 1.000 feet above the 
river level. Have noticed sand like this 
-ample, No. 8, in the riter opposite Auburn. 
The north fork rose one night during the 
winter of 1862 50 feet. During that flood 
the water carried on its smface trees 200 feet 
in length, houses, bridges, brush, mining ma­ 
chinery and other debris. The water was 
quite roilev and heavily laden with sand and 
slickens. The Monitor or Little Giant. I 
think, was introduced about 1870. The 
first rise of water comes _ with the firat 
rain, and from that time until the 
May following we have quite a river of 
water. In the winter of 1802 could hear the 
rocks and bowlders movirg and grinding in 
tbe current. Slickens b a material held in 
solution and deposited where the water 
Btands or is comparatively still. I have been 
through various portions of the mines ia El 
Dorado county. [Here the witness described 
the mineB at Greenwood Valley, Georgetown. 
Spanish Dry Diggings and Michigan Bluffs.] 
Afternoon Session. 
Mr. Sheldon, continuing (to Mr. Cadwala­ 
der)—I never have seen any pipe-clay in the 
American ri ver. Slickens travel equally as fast 
as the water. I put a dam in the river in 1870; 
it stood one year and filled with gravel, sand 
and slickens. That dam was 12 or 14 feet 
high, and backed the water for a distance of 
a quarter of a mile. The whole bottom of 
the river in early times was very rocky, com­ 
posed of cobble-stone and small bowlders. 
The deeper you delve in the bottom of the 
river the more and larger rocks you find. The 
bars along the river were composed nf sand, 
gravel and small cobble. The gravel in the 
bars was finer and more compact than the 
river-bed- Main Bar, Mississippi Bar and 
Texas Hill are composed of fine sand, gravel 
and cobble. Miners used more water and 
did more mining opposite Fobom after 1862 
than had been done previously. The Chinese 
began to do the hulk of tho bar mioing in 
1863, Horseshoe Bar has been worked by 
white men Bince 1870. The Chinese are still 
working these river bars. There perhaps is 
not one-tenth as many Chinese at work at 
present as there were ten years ago. 
THE GRADE 
Of the river-bed from Auburn to Fobom has 
become more even than it was in early days. 
The deep holea in its bed have become nearly, 
if not quite, filled up with sand, gravel and 
cobble. When the water is very high it is 
very flirty and mnddy. I have seen the 
North Foik when it contained only 2,400 
inches of water, miners’ measure. When the 
water is very muddy it is something iu color 
like tbb [No. 8]. I have seen cobblestones 
deposited on the bars below the bridge at 
Fobom. Have seen deposits of sand and 
quartz ou the banks below Fobom ten feet 
above low-water mark. 
_ 
Cross-examination (to Mr. Catiin)—Wit­ 
ness was shown a map of the North Fork 
and asked if he had ever seen one like it. 
He said he recognized and had been familiar 
with it for the last fourteen years. The bars 
that I have been describing are all properly 
laid out here and the general outlines of this 
map in my opinion are correct. The town 
of Rattlesnake Bar originally lay near the 
river and is all washed away. Tbejmining 
here was principally done prior to I860. The 
soil at Rattlesnake was red.- Underneath it 
was gravelly and carried considerable cobble­ 
stone. In 1867 the town contaioed 500 or 600 
inhabitants. Their principal occupation was 
mioing. The principal mining was done be- 
tweea 1854 and 1865 The bulk of the mining 
was done prior to 1862. Rattlesnake Bar 
aud Oakland covered about 300 acres. That 
is all mined off. Manhattan jvas a very loDg 
and low bar. It was composed of sand and 
cobble-stone. It was very shallow, only 
about five ot six feet deep. I sold the water 
to the miners on Manhattan Bar. The next 
important bar below Rattlesnake wae Horse­ 
shoe. The mining heie was done similarly 
to that on the bars above. The tailings 
were dumped foto the river. There was no 
hydraulicking done on these bars. Doten’s. 
Bar was the next of importance following 
down the river. In 1853 there was a popula­ 
tion of miners on that bar uf about 1,000. 
This bar was mined similarly to the bars 
above, and in tome places was twenty fe6t. 
deep. Carroltou Flat is below, opposite Con­ 
demn Bar. It lay about 150 feet above the 
river. Condemn Bar was much lower than 
Carrolton Flat. It was comi>osed of very 
coarse material, heavy gravel and large 
cobble. The fiist time I saw Condemn Bar 
was July 3, 1853. Long Bar is opposite 
Doten’s Bar. The ground on this bar was 
very low, and composed of cobble, sand and 
gravel. Beals’ Bar (a at the junction of the 
North acd South Fork. It was about 150 
feet above the river. In 1855 we polled 150 
votes at Beals’ Bar. 
MOST OF THE MINING 
WaB done here prior to 1862. The sluices all 
tailed into the river. I have seen tailings 
piled up at the edge of the river daring the 
summer twenty feet high. There has been 
an area exceeding 100 Korea washed away at 
Beals’ Bar. The next important mining 
camp, following down the river, was Slate 
Bar Hill. Tbe miners here were supplied hy 
water from the North Fork ditch. The dig­ 
gings were composed of red soil and graTel, 
and varied in depth from four to twenty feet. 
A large quantity of the tailings from this 
mine were run into the American river. Five 
or six companies commenced mining there in 
1855, and miniDg has been going on at that 
place more or less ever sinoe. DuriDg the 
pa3t year there has been no mining done 
along the north bank of the North Fork, ow­ 
ing to the fact that the North Fork 
canal has been broken and conveyed 
no water to this section of 
the 
country. Mining commenced on Main Bar 
since 1855. There has been more mining 
done on Main Bar sines 1862 than before. 
Mississippi Bar is one of the largest on the 
river. Is i?, perhaps, more than one and a 
half miles long. It lies very low, and does 
not exceed fifty feet in bight above the river. 
Mining commenced on this bar in 1855. 
There were a great many miners at work on 
this bar. There has been more gravel 
washed from the banks there since 1862 than 
b-fore. Iteir taiüngs’ pila ffom the end of 
the sluices would extend into the river some­ 
times for a distance of 150 feet. In 1856 it 


took about seventeen men to take charge of 
the North Fork canal. They employed 
twelve water agents. At one time I furnished 
eighteen heads of water on Union Hill. The 
heads of water averaged about six inches. 
Later years the heads of water use were very 
large in comparison to those used in early 
days. Four or five hundred acres were 
mined off at Negro Hill. At onetime it was 
a very flourishing camp of perhaps 1,000 in­ 
habitants. The mines averaged all the way 
from six to twenty-six feet in depth. Mas­ 
sachusetts Flat was about a mile above Ne­ 
gro Hill. The Frazier & Jennings canal fur­ 
nished water for the mines at Negro Hill and 
Massachusetts Bar. The Frazier & Jennings 
canal took its water from the South Fork, 
near Salmon Falls. The mining at Negro 
Hill wa3 mostly done between 1850 acd 1856. 
There has been 
CONSIDERABLE MINING 
Dona on Massachusetts Flat by Portuguese. 
They used on an average about 150 inches of 
water, and dumped into the North Fork. 
There are piles of tailings there now fifteen 
feet in bight. The freshets level down 
those tailings every winter. 
The flood of 
1862 I think brought down more debris 
than any winter since. Sluice mining com­ 
menced in 1858. The water of the Natoma 
Ditch was first brought iu during the year 
1853, and the Ncrth Fork in 1855. My hy­ 
draulic mining was done at James’ Point, 
just above Rattlesnake Bar, in 1872. The low 
bars along the river were all composed of 
heavy material, such as sand and cobble ; 
the high bars, of lighter material and red 
earth. I noticed sand on Long Bar in 1S53. 
I think dams can be put in the North Fork 
that will resist the current. The Natoma 
dam in tho South Folk has Btood the high 
waters for twenty years. Have Been the 
South Fork so low where it joins the North 
Fork that it contained only about 150 inches. 
The Natoma ditch carried about 1,700 inches. 
Where I measured the water iu the North 
Fork and found but 2,400 inches was at a 
point opposite Horseshoe Bar. At that time 
the North Fork canal was carrying about 
1,000 inches. 
Redirect examination (to Mr, Cadwala­ 
der)—There are not more than thirty people 
living at Negro Hill at present. The country 
has Seen nearly all washed away. Some 
Chinese are engaged in mining there at pres­ 
ent. The few white people living there are 
engaged in fruit-raising. There are a very 
few people living at 
RATTLESNAKE BAR. 
I was there five or six years ago. There 
were living there then five or six whites and 
a few Chinese. The mioing at Rattlesnake 
Bar coutinued to be extensive until 1863 or 
1863. The mines on this bar all dumped 
their tailings into the North Foik. Sold 
water to two or three China companies on 
Manhattan Bar in 1872 or 1873. The bulk of 
the miners left Horseshoe about 1865. There 
are Bome nice orchards aud vineyards there 
at present. One man has a very valuable 
cherry orchard at that point on a sand bar. 
Condemn and Carrelton Bars have bean 
abandoned. At least one-half of the wotk 
was done on these bars prior to 1860. The 
mines on Slate Hill are still working. Nine- 
tenths of the work on that hill was done 
rior to 1878. Main Bar is below the 
'olsom bridge, and 
tailings 
from 
Chris. Lawson's mine 
P'Fiolsom bridge, and very high 
... 
. 
' ‘ 
L¡ 
damps into tbe river just above the 
Folsom bridge. The tailings are composed of 
sand, cobble and red soil. The high waters 
taku these tailings down Btream. There has 
been a great deal of sínico mining done on 
Main and Mississippi Bars since I860. In 
sluice miniDg all the large cobbles were 
thrown out on the banks, and not sluiced 
into the river. 
C. L. ECKLON SWORN. 
(To Mr. Hart)—I live in Mississippi town­ 
ship, near Folsom. Have lived there since 
1870. I came to Folsom August 2, 1836. I 
worked on the river near Folsom that year. 
I worked there until the middle of December, 
when the high waters drove ne out. Have 
lived in Folsom and Mississippi township 
Bince 1856. I am acquainted with the river 
up to tbe junction of the North and Middle 
Forks. I have been at the head waters of the 
North Fork. The channel near Folsom was 
steep aud composed of slate rock. The 
hanks were bluff and from 60 to 100 feet high. 
The hills become more elevated as you follow 
up the river above this point. The current 
of the river near Folsom has quite 
a velocity. There is quite a perceptible fall 
in the river at this point. It is about two 
miles from Fobom to the point where the 
two rivers come together. In 1856 we made 
a wing dam aud turned the river on one side, 
while we pumped out and mined the other 
half of the channel. We found in the bottom 
a kind of blue gravelly formation, that looked 
as though it had been there for ages. This 
waB what we called pay dirt. It was entirely 
different in color, weight and nature from 
anything to be found in the bars or in the 
banks. We stripped off a few feet of sand 
on the top before we reached this pay dirt. 
The water at that time was not clear, neither 
was it so muddy as now. The miners at that 
time were beginning to ground sluice, and 
made the water somewhat colored. The eand 
and gravel has filled up the channel where I 
mined in 1856, 
AT LEAST TWENTY FEET. 
The breadth of the river is about the same 
now as it was then. I am well acquainted 
with the river as far down as Bailor Bar. 
The filling to that point is about ten or fif­ 
teen feet deep, lh at is, the river bottom-is 
that much higher than it was when I first 
saw it in 1856. The current of the river was 
much greater in eariy times than at present. 
The current of tbe water between the junc­ 
tion of the South and North Forks and the 
bridge, during high stages, has a velocity of 
about ten miles an hour. I think the first 
freshet brings dowa the most debris. It is 
very daik colored and thick with slickens. 
[Here witness was shown a sample marked 
slickens cr slumguilion. He said the debris 
that comes down daring the first rash of high 
water is datker than that.] I think that sand 
is constantly coming down with the current. 
The water that came down this summer has 
not been bo highly colored as usual. 
The South Fork water is yellowish in co’o-, 
and the North Foik of a bluish cast. We 
can use the water for domestic purposes after 
settling it. My observation is that high 
waters leave no deposit. I have seen the 
yellow slickens along the sides of the channel 
so sticky that a dog conld not get through 
them to the river to drink. The filling up of 
the channel has been gradually going on 
every year. During the floods of 1880 and 
1881 the filling in was very great. The river 
is usually scoured out during the first freshet 
aud the slickens and this material yon desig­ 
nate slumguilion is carried off down the 
stream. The tailings are constantly being 
carried down by the current. Tailings is the 
coarse sand and gravel that is washed through 
the 8lnices in mining. 
Cross-examination (to Mr. Catiin)—There 
are some ledges of quartz along the banks ot 
the river. I never have eeen any quartz 
bowlders in the river. Thero are pieces of 
quartz as large aá my fist throughout the 
gravel. I mined only about two yeara since 
that time. I have been ongaged in the 
butchering business. I worked on Main Bar 
in 1837. I furnish meat to the branch prison 
and have occasion to go cl >ng the river bank 
very ofteD. and have noted its various 
changes. Iu 1856 there was a bridge across 
the liver about forty feet above the present 
one. 
The river channel is about the 
same at tbe bridge a3 it was iu 1856. 
Where I said the river channel had filled in 
twenty feet is opposite Negro Bar, a consid­ 
erable distance below the bridge Theie is 
no bar between the bridge and the junction 
of the North and Middle Forks. Chris, 
Lawson’s mine empties into the river just 
above the bridge. Slickeus are deposited all 
along the river where the current is not swift. 
The wiDg-dam I helped construct in 1856 was 
on the north side of the river, opposite Negro 
Bar. The part of the chanoei we worked 
was about 100 feet wide and 200 feet long. 
Redirect examination (to Mr. Hart)—The 
tailings that have been dumped into the 
river in this neighborhood have been ail 
swept down the etream by high water. 
Adjourned till 9:30 A. M. to day.

B u il d in g N e w E n g in e s.— Seven new en­ 
gines are under construction at the railroad 
ehops in this city for drawing the local trains 
in Oakland. 
The frames of all are made, 
three have been set up, and one Í3 nearly 
completed. 
They are of an entirely new 
pattern, and the plan of their construction is 
w ith a vie* to placing nearly the entire 
weight of the engine and tender upon the 
driving-wheels, so as to give strong tractive 
power, and thus procure greater facility in 
starting and stopping the heavy trains of the 
Oakland lines. 
The real object sought is to 
so construct the engines os to give them the 
utm ost possible power in the way of making 
quick starts and stops while drawing heavy 
loads. 
To accomplish this no separate tender 
is used, but the fuel is carried upon the rear 
portion of the engine itself, which is extended 
back in the shape of a coal-bunker a distance 
of about seven feet, and which gives capac­ 
ity for three tons of coal. 
The water- 
tanks are placed upon the sides of the engine, 
and extend back nearly to the rear end of the 
coal bunker. 
They will hold from twelve to 
sixteen hundred gallons. 
The engines are 
built double-enders, with a pilot front and 
back, so th at they may be run forward and 
back upon the lines without changing ends. 
They are also arranged with accommodation 
couplers for high or low-built cars. 
The 
total length of each engine is about forty feet. 
They stand upon six small drive wheels, fifty 
inches in diameter, and w ith two leading and 
two trail wheels twenty-six inches in diam­ 
eter. 
The weight is nearly all upon the 
driving wheels, and will be about fifty tons 
when luuning. 
One of these new pattern 
powers will soon be completed and placed 
upon trial.

O ALL WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: BE IT 
known, that I, Charles A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Viticultura] and Health Officer of the Board 
of State Viticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authorized aud instructed by sail Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this’ 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


QUARANTINE RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gfft or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new’ plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s growth; all 
oluer w’ood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destioyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reascn of this rule is that the winter egg of tbe 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any oue of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho-carbouate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulplio carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phcnyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one hour; replace water 
los-t by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crjstals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. TN. B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before uáing; dilute with 20 pares 
of water to one part of “ liver of liuae.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout tbe Slate there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where viae grow­ 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law’ will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS TOR TI1E FU RTH ER 
PROTECTION OF T1NE1AKDS. 


All persons planting new vineyards within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of tbe country. 


CERTIFICA TES. 


For the further convenience of vine-growen, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, petting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 een's for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may he satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect- r to have been disinfected. 
Certificate* of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office. 


INFECTED STRAPPINGS, ETC. 
Rule 3. All packages and the packing material.? 
coming into the State with imported cuttings and 
vims (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im­ 
mersing in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not uisiufected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire.

FRUIT AND FRUIT TREES 


From Insect Pests, namely, insects injurious to fruit 
aud fruit trees, authorized and approved b j the 
Board of State Viticultura! Commissioners of Cali­ 
fornia. 
In pursuance of an Act entitled “An 
Act 
to 
define 
and 
enlarge 
the duties and 
powers of tbe Board of State ^ iticultural Com­ 
missioner, and to authorize the appointment of cer­ 
tain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” approved March 4, 18vl, 
the Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Offi­ 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors in any and 
all of the f• uit-growing regions of the State, whose 
duties shall be as provided in Section 4 of an Act 
entitled “An Act to define and enlarge the duties 
and powe:s of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioners, and to authorize the appointment of 
certain officers, aod to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture aud Viticulture,” provided that there shall 
be no compensation for such services of inspection 
excepting a fee, not to exceed one dollar for each 
certificate of disinfection, in case of compliance with 
quarantine regulations, and not to exceed five dol­ 
íais for each certificate of disinfection, after seizure 
for non-compliance ; provided, however, such in­ 
spection may be employed at the option of the own­ 
ers of property requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the same. And also said local resident Inspectors 
will be entitled to such other fees as are provided 
for in cases of conviction and seizures. 
1. All tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind infested by any insect or 
insects, or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larvse or pupae, toatare known to be injurious to fruit 
or fruit trees and liable to spread contagion ; or any 
tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants, or 
trees of any kind grown or planted in any county 
or dirtrict within the State of California, in which 
trees or plants, in orchards, nurseries or places, are 
known to be inftsted by any insect or insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larvae or 
pupa.*, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, are hereby required 
to be disinfected before removal for distribution or 
transportation from any orchard, nursery or place 
where taid tree or plant cuttings, crafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind are grown, or offered for 
sale or gift, as hereinafter provided. 
2. All tree or p’ant cuttings, giafts or scion?, 
plants or treetf of any kind, imported or brought

6. Fruit boxes, packages or baskets, used for ship, 
ping fruit to any destination, are hbreb.v required 
to be disinfected, as hereinafter provided, previous 
to their being returned to any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, to be used for storage, shipping! 
or any other purpose. 
7. Transportable material of any kind, infested by 
any insector insecle, or the germs thereof, namely, 
their eggs, larva; or pupae, known to be injurious 
to fruit or fruit trees, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, 9cions, plants or 
trees of any kind may be disinfected by dipping in 
a solution composed of not less than one pound 
(1 lb) of commercial concentrated lye to each and 
every two (2) gallons of water used as such disin­ 
fectant, or iu any other manner satisfactory tí» the 
Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
9. Empty fruit boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disicfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water uot less than 
two minutes. Said boiling water used as such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not less than one 
pound (1 lb) of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths (J) of one pound (1 ft») of concentrated lye 
to each and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
any other manner satisfactory to the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any srecles of Scale Insect or Scale Insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larva; or 
pup®, may be disinfected before removal from tbe 
tree, or from the premises where grow’n, by wasfl- 


tion composed of one pound (1 ft») of whale oil soap 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each and every one aod one-quarter (1$) gallons 
of water used as such disinfectant, or in any other 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural and Health Officer. 
11. Owners of fruit of any kind grown in any 
orchard, nursery or place, in which trees or plants 
are known to be infested with any insect or insects, 
or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larv® or 
pup®, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, and all persons in 
possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranportation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or transportation. 
12. Any tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, empty fruit boxes, fruit 
packages, or fruit baskets, or transferable material 
of any kind, offered for sale, gift, distribution or 
tran?i>ortation, in violation of the Quarantine Rules 
and Regulations for the protection of fruit and fruit 
trees, approved by the Board of State Viticultural 
Commissioners, may be seized by the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer, or by any of 
the local resident Inspectors appointed by him 
said seizure to be the taking possession thereof, and 
ho'diug for disinfection, or for an order of condem­ 
nation bj a Court of competent jurisdiction. 
13. Any person violating tho above Quarantine 
Rules and Regulations shall he deemed guilty of a 
irisdeinetnor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punishable by fine of not less than twenty.five nor 
more than one hundred dollars.
